ing the evening. Pittenturfjjhns served 
two penitentiary term s and 
a thirty 
year sentence aw ait* him if he is con­ 
victed on the prtsent charge 


Word was 
received in G ettysburg 
a lieut half past three 
o ’clock F riday 
afternoon th a t P itten tu rf was 
in the 
vicinity of Taneytown 
Mr. W ilson, 
after a conference w ith 
D istrict At 
torney Neely. d< elded to go at once for 
him and in company w ith Chief Shea- 
ler w ent in P. A. M iller’s autom obile 
to tim M aryland town.

Table Rock, was beaten and robbed of 
atiout $100.00.

ing w ith Hoar at the Globe Hotel d u r­ 
ing the evening, the Table Hock man 
ex h ib itin g a 
large roll of 
b ills aud 
net being at all stingy about treatin g 
Later, w ith the five other*, Hoar went 
to the stable where he was tieaten and 
rubied. 
He 
was terribly battered, 
i his one eye being alm ost 
dosed, 
his 
cheek swollen and he 
was 
also burt 
I about the mouth. 
It was 
w hile he 
was helpless th a t the money was taken.

gain such headway th at the fire is now 
of dangerous proportions and th rea ten ­ 
ing property. 
Residents have become 
alarm ed and are w orking 
to 
protect 
their 
homes. 
The 
tire 
is confined 
p rincipally to the 
weal 
Hide 
of the 
m o u n ta in .reaching to the sum m it near 
H igh Rock. 


It is supposed th a t the fire was start 
od by h u rte rs and from present in d ica­ 
tions serious dam age 
w ill 
tie 
done. 
The fire car. lie seen for many miles at 
night.

for cu ttin g the seven part* w hich go to 
make the rim of a wagon wheel. 


After he left the school 
he liecame 
interested in electricity, 
the 
use of 
wbillikin those days was in its infancy. 
He attended every lecture on the s u b ­ 
ject w ithin miles of hi* home and be 
lingered long after others in the amli 
ence had 
departed, 
eager 
to learn 
more. 
He conceived the idea of t a l k ­ 
ing great distances w ith the assistance 
of wire* loaded w ith electricity. 
He 
devised plans and finally evolved the 
telephone. 
Then came other 
c l a im ­ 
ants to the invention and 
for 
tw enty 
years the case was b itted)' 
fought in 
the various courts of the country and 
Mr. D raw haugb lost 
in

Alexander G raham Bell

President rl a f t has planned a foul day 
visit in Hot Springs with the idea ot 
golfing, m otoring and generally re s t­ 
ing, he will do som e work here on his 
annual m essage to colures* Friday. 
Mr. T aft arrived Friday morning.

they were driven im m ediately to the 
hotel.

Lessen In Hog Feeding. 
A part of the Agricultural college 
exhibit at the Kansas state fair «on 
aisled of eight pen* of bogs which 
had been fed experimentally. 
The ex­ 
periments varied from corn alone in a 
dry lot to corn on alfalfa pasture, corn 
with cut alfalfa and other combina­ 
tions of feeds to th* best ration, 
which w it composed of com. sixty 
two pounds; tankage, eight pounds; 
short*, thirty pounds, fed on alfalfa 
(•asture. 
The hogs receiving this ra 
Hon mad* a gain of .64 pound per 
day. at a cost of ll.71 per IOO pounds 
of gain. 
The bogs on corn alone in a 
dry lot gained at a coat of about |3.W 
(tar IOO pounds of gain. 
Such an ex­ 
hibit aa this to worth much to the 
man who studies It
